N. Korea to 
list of terror 
sponsors

WASHINGTON 

President Donald Trump on 
Monday officially designated 
North Korea as a state sponsor 
of terrorism, a provocative dip- 
lomatic move that he said is 
aimed at dramatically increas- 
ing pressure on the rogue nation 
to abandon its pursuit of nuclear 
weapons. 

The president, who has re- 
peatedly used fiery language to 
threaten and demean Kim Jong 
Un, the North Korean leader, 
made the announcement Mon- 
day morning. North Korea will 
join Sudan, Syria and Iran as 
countries that the State Depart- 
ment identifies as ones that 
have “repeatedly provided sup- 
port for acts of international 


terrorism.”
